deal abandoned ita "parity price" 
standard for major 
agricultural 


products for a farm "parity in- 
come" plan on a national basis. 
This reversal of an original policy 
of the invalidated agricultural ad- 
justment administration, coincided 
with a prediction by 
Secretary 


Wallace in a radio broadcast that 
the co-operative crop adjustment 
system under that program "will 
eventually be applied again." 
called it "sound." 


Wallace told reporters that the 


"parity price" for all farmers was 
abandoned because there is "no 
way of getting enough money out 
of the United States treasury to 
pay producers of export crops like 
cotton, wheat and corn over the 
next ten years to get them parity 
prices." 


Such a huge spending program, 


he said, would bo blocked by "tax- 
payers and consumers." 


Wallace explained the difference 


between the policies; The original 
parity price payment would give 
the farmers the 1909-14 average 
price of their produce; the "parity 
income" scheme Is intended to give 
the farmer his per capita, share of 
the increase in national income 
from the average of the 50 years 
preceding the World war.

The U. S. embassy con- 
tinued efforts to persuade Ameri- 
cana to evacuate to Tsingtao on 
the coast. 
Thirty Japanese bombers raided

Last August James J. Walker,

MORE OK LKSS PERSONA!-. 
Missouri has not given up the 
idea of a unicameral legislature. 
No state has watched with closer 
interest and more 
concern 
the 
working out of the new plan in 
Nebraska 
than 
has 
Missouri. 


Prominent citizens of that state 
are now preparing to draft an 
amendment to their constitution to 
be submitted to the voters. 
This 


amendment would permit Missouri 
to make a trial of the plan. Mis- 
souri, like a great

The 
situation at present is less pleas- 
ing than it has usually been. Tho 
hope is that the unicameral ic*ea 
may offer a way to put the poli- 
ticians and those who live and 
prosper at the expense of the tax- 
payers on the outside of official 
circles.

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Bug Is Cause 


Of Spotted 


Fever 


Woodtick Is Carrier 


of Germ Responsible 
for Western Disease 


By KOVAI, S. COPELAKD, M. D. 


ROCKY 
MOUNTAIN "spotted 


fever", known as "tick fever", or 
"black 'fever", is an infection usu- 
ally confined to the western part of 
the United States. 
But within re- 


cent months several cases have 
been reported east of the Rocky 
mountains. 
Health officials have 


advised that certain precaution* 
•hould be taken to guard against 
this disease in sections where it has 
been unknown. 


The disease is traced to a micro- 


scopic speck, a woodtick which is 
given a tremendously big name, 
"Dermacentor Andersoni". 
This 


tick undoubtedly carries the germ 
or virus responsible for the disease, 
transmitted to man by contact. 


This insect is usually active dur- 


ing the months from March to 
June, but it is not unheard of at 
other times of the year. It is found 
in v.-aste spaces and uncultivated 
Janus. It is especially common, on 
the range and in certain wooded 
uecLions of the country. 


Destroy Tick 


To prevent the spread of spotted 


fever it is necessary to destroy the 
tick. 
Infected cattle should be 


dipped in or sprayed with a suitable 
antiseptic. Of course, this measure 
of safety is all too often neglected 
until the disease has made itself 
known through its human victims. 


The patient first complains of 


•light headache, fever and chilli- 
ness. 
Severe pain occurs in the 


muscles, bones and joints. This is 
especially intense in the back and 
head. 


On the third to the flfth day of 


the attack, a skin rash appears. 
This quickly spreads and may in- 
volve the entire body. Due to small 
hemorrhages into its structure, the 
akin has a mottled appearance. 


In a severe case there may be 


great restlessness and loss of sleep. 
Delirium 
and 
unconsciousness 


sometimes occur. 
These are bad 


signs. 


In most instances the fever drops 


gradually and in about three weeks 
the patient appears pretty com- 
fortable. At about this time peel- 
ing of the skin occurs. 


Sections of the country known 


to be infested with the tick should 
be avoided,if possible. Those who 
must work in those areas should 
be dressed and protected against 
the menace of this pest. If the tick 
Is found on the skin, it should be 
carefully removed. Never crush it 
on the skin.
